Svend Norheim, well known far¬ 
ther, of central Montana, and -a noted 
weather forecaster, has prophesied a 
mild winter 


for this section of the 
west, in a communication to a Mon¬ 
tana paper. 'Writing under date of 
September 28, Mr. Norheim told the 
exact date of the first snow of the 
season on October 6, the exact date 
of its arrival. 

He says there will be good weather 
now until November 23, when there 
will be a heavy snow storm storm 
over this region and warns stockmen 
to gather up their herds before the 
storm. Weather conditions after 
that will be generally good until mid 
January, when there will be a light 
I .snow fali. The big storm of the year 
will be February 2, says Mr. Norheim 
and will be accompanied by severe 
cold. The weather will be fair until 
the period from March 22 to 24, when 
he expects another storm. 

Mr. Norheim foresees a good win¬ 
ter as a whole with ranges bare of 
snow for a considerable time. He 
says his prediction is based upon a 
study of the bark of small willow and 
cottonwood trees, which are thin, de¬ 
noting a mild- winter, and marked 
with three ridges foretelling three 
periods, outlined above. 

Forecasts of Mr. Norheim have 
gained considerable following among 
central Montana residents. ’Many 
farmers plan their work in accord¬ 
ance with the probabilities announced 
by Norheim. They say he has been 
almost Invariably accurate in 20 
years of long-range forecasting.

A ■t«tcin«nt recently iwued by the Citizena’ Research 
Institute oT Canada calls attention to the serious increase 
m tax arrears in many Canadian municipalities and to the 
possibility that they will be even larger at the end of this 
year, than at the end of 1931. This indicates that the tax 
burden has become greater than the average taxpayer 
can bear. From information gleaned by the Institute the 
cost of municipal services throughout the ^ dominion in 
1913 amounted to 311.96 per capita. By 193(1 municipality 
taxation reached 327.66 per capita, and nd'ilphbt it will 
be considerably higher this year. It would appear that 
the trend of municipal taxation is out of step with the

We know oi^ several promin¬ 
ent farmers who have advocated a curtailment of acreage 
for the past twok. years as the only solution for the indi¬ 
vidual farmer. In fact several farmers have tried to car¬ 
ry out the idea by reducing acreage under crop.

The great 
difficulty is to turn this land back into grass or hay ow¬ 
ing to the slight rainfall we have in this country and the 
land must be either used for the production of grass or 
hay or else kept under cultivation from year to year.

MUNICIPALrnES 
VOTE DOWN PLAN

The govammant plan for enlarg¬ 
ed municipal areas was fully 
ed at the convention of Alberta As¬ 
sociation of Municipal Districts at 
Calgary last week and, at the conclu¬ 
sion of the session ths delegates over 
whelmingly turned down the propos- 
aL Premier Brownlee and Robert 
English, deputy minister of munici¬ 
pal affairs, ably presented the favor¬ 
able points of the schenSe and their 
arguments were listened to with keen 
interest. After their presentation of 
facts, speaker after speaker arose 
and denounced any change from the 
present system. Several speakers re¬ 
ferred to Premier Brownlee’s very 
fine address, in which he showed that 
the Alberta municipalities were bet¬ 
ter off than those of any province in 
Canada. That beihg the case why 
make a change. 

“We must turn this plan down de¬ 
finitely” said one delegate. “Not be¬ 
cause we are opposed to any sugges¬ 
tions of improvements, but because 
we are shell-backed enough to de¬ 
mand from the government a defin¬ 
ite proof that what it proposes will 
be to the advantage of the municipal¬ 
ities and of the people. 

It was emphasized by another del¬ 
egate that the ratepayers would nev¬ 
er know the policy behind the sug¬ 
gested change, that it would be 
prone to put unwarranted power of 
expenditure in the hands ■tif single 
individual and that it would do away 
with the present close contact be¬ 
tween municipal authorities and the 
ratepayers which was mainly respon¬ 
sible for the economies which were 
being practised and which maintained 
a greater field of democratic control 
than would be the case in bigger 
areas. 

The concensus of opinion was that, 
the government speakers had very 
a bly pr esented thf favorable points 
of the scheme, but that all of them 
had omitted to mention the public 
works department, which would have 
to be increased, or stated ‘'that the 
g^overnment would take care of sec¬ 
ondary and market roads and that 
these would not be placed on the re¬ 
sponsibility of the municipalities. 
Rather than a saving of |2,000j)00 
as stated by the deputy minister of 
municipalities, Mr. English, one dele¬ 
gate said the costs of administration 
would increase and the municipalities 
as had happened in other provinces, 
would become heavily indebted. 

Among the delegates to the con¬ 
vention at Calgary there appeared to 
be a fear of the invasion of munici¬ 
pal districts’ rights by the provincial 
government and the possible saddling 
of poor areas upon districts better 
organized and more prosperous. This 
appeared to be the main objection to 
the government’s proposed larger 
municipality scheme.

It made but little difference to the 
Canadian farmer how the United 
States elections went. Both Hoover 
and Roosevelt were one when it came 
to protection for the American far¬ 
mer. WSiile Roosevelt talked of re¬ 
vision downwards he changed his 
tune when he addressed the embat¬ 
tled farmers of the middle states. 

We have gone a long way, since 
the days of John Howard, in the di¬ 
rection of prison reform. There Kas 
been a vast improvement in the char¬ 
acter of our prisons. They are clean, 
sanitary and well ventilated. Prison 
discipline has behind it the thought 
of reformation rather than punish¬ 
ment Convicts are encouraged to 
good behavior by the reward of les¬ 
sened sentences. Insurrections such 
as occurred in three penitentiaries in 
Canada and three in the United 
States show the difficulty of drawing 
the line between severity and lemty 
in the treatment of our prison popu¬ 
lation. Laxity in discipline may cause 
outbreaks of that sort Just as well ms 
undue severity. The authorities 
should be slow in making concessions 
that would appear to be the result of 
rebellion. 


Packing housese have since last 
June raised the price of bacon to the 
consumer from 10 to 17 cents, an in¬ 
crease of about 70 per cent, although 
the price of hog^ rarely exceeded 4 
cents. In face of the recent drop from 
$4.00 to $8.60 per cwt. packers have 
increaaed the price of bacon one cent 
per pound.
